Gang: 


Just my two milliwatts worth in respect to case lettering. For many years I 
have been involved in building various sorts of electronic gear, from audio 
amplifiers to radio transmitters. I have in most instances relied upon the 
rub off lettering available in art stores for the "professional look". My 
best source of such materials has been college or university bookstores. 

As of late, this material is becoming difficult to obtain, particularly in 
the more "normal" or "conservative" fonts that most of us prefer to use. 
Also, the larger fonts are still readily available, while the smaller ones 
(10-12 point) which I almost exclusively use are becoming almost impossible 
to find. This is due to the fact that most of us now use PC's (or Macs) 

to do alot of the artwork that was once done by hand. For instance, in this 
town (home of Penn State University), there is only one independent business 
who partakes in this sort of lettering work that I am aware of. The favorite 
lettering I prefer to use in terms of quality, value, appearance and 
durability is the "Chartpak Velvet Touch Lettering". I still have several 
sheets left from use in preparing my Master's thesis (almost 12 years ago, 
though I would prefer not to admit it). I use three **thinx* coats of clear 
acrylic or lacquer over the top-- thin, since the latter in particular can 
smudge the lettering if not careful. 


The only negative aspect of this is that these materials are getting 
increasingly difficult to find, especially the smaller, common fonts. Anyone 
out there who can suggest a mail order source for these materials would 

surely be appreciated. There are mail order catalogs for most everything now, 
and I'm sure artwork supplies are an area that is probably served well. I hope 
the several comments prove useful to some of you, and if anyone has info on 
the mail order question, the info would be appreciated by myself and I'm 

sure others on the list. I have no ownership or relationship to Chartpak, 

only a satisfied customer.

Author was looking for 1/10e7 drift or less, and ran the oscillator at 35-40 
MHz, then divided by 10. 


Didn't find it necessary to use negative tempco caps with the variable. Used 
5.25 feet of RG-174/u and wrapped it in an old meter case. Used this open 
ended transmission line as the inductor in the colpitts circuit. 


Interesting stuff, and a good issue of QST.

As my 90% of my yearly qso total is typically the big contests (qrp at 
this end, of course) I offer this advice to the newbie qrp contestor: 

The pileups are much smaller for the majority of stations on the second 
day and you might even create your own pileup by calling cq in the last 6 
hrs of the contest. (It helps to be VT or WY as well!) 

You will generally get a bigger bang for your buck is you hold off the 
first 6 to 12 hrs of a 48 hr contest and it will be much less frustrating. 
If you are dead serious about winning (every qso counts) subscribe to the 
NCJ. (Lots of tips there, also K1AR's CQ coloum.) 

With a tribander at 60 feet, shunt loaded tower vertical, modified icom 
ic751a (loaded with filters), CT logging program, automatice voice/cw keyer 
it was easy to work DXCC or WAS in a weekend during the "peak years" but 
not unrealistic even now.

Hello All - 


I have had good results using the dry transfer letters available from 
office supply or college bookstores. The letters can be pricey, $7 per 
page is not uncommon. I apply the letters over a good base of paint, 
followed with several coats of clear acrylic. Krylon paint is nice 
because it dries fast and allows you to recoat quickly. My recent 
experience has been that the SATIN clear is much nicer than the 
GLOSS clear. Less glare comes off the project that way. 


The one thing I would like to find is a paint finish which is 
more durable... krylon and rustoleum chip pretty easily. This isn't 
so much a problem for base gear, as stuff you haul to field day, etc. 
I am going to experiment with some olive drab paints as they seem 
in general to be more durable. Automotive paints might prove more 
durable as well.
